BUSINESS DEVELOPMENT REPORT 


While it is commonly understood that the Western economic climate has 
seriously deteriorated in recent months, the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth has 
not fared us badly as might have been expected. 


General economic activity has receeded in the first quarter of 1982 as 
compared to 1981. However, the decline has slowed since the fourth quarter in 
1981 where the decrease was 40%. New business locations have decreased by 28% 
to twenty-three firms either expanding, relocating or entering 
Hamilton-Wentworth. One disappointing area of activity is in the speculative 
building sector. This can be traced directly to the cost of construction as 
affected by high interest rates. 


Some recent developments in the real estate industry indicate that 
consolidation of multi-branch firms is taking place. The consolidation means 
that there are good industrial buildings becoming available on the market. 
The Economic Development Department sees an excellent opportunity here, 
wherein new firms seeking to locate in the Region can be more easily 
accommodated. In this regard, there are 112 new inquiries for information and 
assistance which have come in to the office. That figure represents a slight 
increase over the same period last year. 


One extremely bright spot is the House Market '82 campaign. Since the 
implementation of the progranme, in excess of 60 homes in Hamilton-Wentworth 
have been sold. The expectation is that over 100 homes will have been sold by 


the time the campaign has run its course. 


In summary, while 1982 does not appear to have started on a positive note, 
there does seem to be some light at the end of the tunnel.

(C) WENTWORTH HERITAGE VILLAGE 


Summary : 


In the first quarter of 1982 the Village acquired several important 
new accessions to the collection, and prepared for significant 
improvements to the Village in 1982. 


a | Administration 
1.1 Planning and Policy 


A chairman and a procedure for consulting the public in the 
planning process were approved for the Terms of Reference Committee of 
the Historical Advisory Board. A preliminary Costume Policy was also 
approved, requiring all staff working in the Village during public hours 
to be in costume, and providing for the development of a long-range 
costume policy. 


1.2 Organization and Management 


The 1981 Canada Community Development Projects Programme team of 
four employees, which has contributed so much to the interpretation 
programme and marketing of the Village, concluded its most successful 
grant period on February 2. By that date, the 1982 CCDP grant team, 
which will concentrate on transforming the environment of the Village 
into a more authentic heritage character, had already begun work. 
Assistance was also provided by the clients of the Region's Social 
Services programme entitled Linking of Needs and Resources (LONAR), who 
gained work experience at the Village while assisting in various 
activities. 


1.3 Relations with Other Institutions 


The Grand River Division of the Canadian Railroad Historical 
Association undertook to assist the Village in the cataloguing, 
restoration and interpretation of the railroad-related exhibits in the 
Village. 


1.4 Finances 


The 1982 budget was approved, including increases in admission 
charges. The Village application for a Special Activities Assistance 
Programme grant from National Museums of Canada was not approved, but 
applications were made for Summer Canada and Experience 82 grants for the 
1982 summer season. 


“ 
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2.1 Physical Facilities and Grounds 


The interior of the TH&B caboose purchased last year has been 
extensively renovated for use as an office, without affecting its 
eventual employment in display. Located beside the parking lot, it now 
provides well-placed and convenient office space for the Chief 
Interpreter and Extension Officer, as well as a much-needed changing area 
for volunteer and staff interpreters. The Service Bar office was also 
considerably upgraded by and for the 1982 CCDP grant team, and spring 
cleaning was begun for the 1982 season. 


2.2 Collections 


The most significant off-season development in this quarter was the 
acquisition of a number of major new accessions to the collection, 
including: 


the complete belt-driven machinery and small foundry from Canada's 
only remaining hat block shop, used in the manufacture of wooden, 
ceramic and metal blocks for felt hats, dated c. 1892-1916, donated 
by Mr. E. Webb of Toronto; 


the upper facade from an 1849 commercial building from 17 Main 
Street, Dundas, along with trim, windows and other components of 
the building; 


a group of agricultural implements in excellent condition form the 
Ontario Agricultural Museum in Milton; 


over 230 fence pickets, formerly around a church in Jarvis, donated 
by Mr. Philip Colwell of Ancaster. 


The transport and storage of several of these new acquisitions 
occupied a considerable portion of staff time and attention during this 
quarter. The very heavy machinery of the hat block shop had to be moved 
from a Toronto factory to temporary storage in the Hamilton Waterworks, 
graciously provided by Engineering Services. The Dundas facade has been 
temporarily stored and covered on the ground behind the locomotive, while 
plans for its erection are in preparation. The ornately carved fence 
pickets are being painted with a view to eventual installation around the 
Village Church, or perhaps around the Gillen House; research on their 
date appears to indicate an 1856-1878 period, but is continuing. 


Detailed preparations were made for the contract and building 
permit for the ‘Mud Block House,’ the replica exterior of the Potts 
family homestead from Simcoe which will provide storage, clean workshop, 
orientation gallery, library and washroom facilities on the existing 
foundations beside the parking lot. A conservation scientist from 
National Museums of Canada conferred with staff and the contractor.

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C.3 Programmes 


3.1 Interpretation 


An important step forward for the Village was an agreement to host 
a series of courses in heritage crafts and related subjects co-sponsored 
with Mohawk College; about a dozen short courses and seminars were 
advertised for the spring. A new Education Kit was prepared for 
distribution to schools, and replicas were marked for use in 
demonstrations, to ensure that artefacts were not so used. Staff 
training during the winter included attendance at several seminars and 
workshops on museum practices, viewing of audio-visual material from the 
Ontario Museum Association, and a stimulating lecture on the settlement 
of the fromer Beverly Township area of Flamborough by local historian 
Walter Scott. 


3.2 Volunteers 


Two winter newsletters kept volunteers informed of activities 
during the off-season. Five Friends of the Village joined staff for a 
series of seminars at the Sigmund Samuel Canadiana Gallery of the Royal 
Ontario Museum in Toronto. Nine others appeared to help on a winter work 
day, and assisted with cataloguing and other activities. 


3.3 Extension 


The 'kitchen' display used in conventions and other exhibitions was 
completely renovated, and saw its first use in the Hamilton Home Show in 
March. A volunteer spoke on the Village to the Brantford YMCA, while 
staff presented slides and commentary to the Women's Institute in Carluke 
and the Waterdown-East Flamborough Heritage Society in Waterdown. 


3.4 Publicity and Marketing 


Holiday Inn in Burlington added the Village to its brochure of 
nearby activities for guests, with promotional tickets offered. The 
Extension Officer took the Village to tour organiser conventions in 
Dearborn and Grand Rapids, Michigan. And LONAR clients undertook the 
task of stuffing brochures with inserts on admission rates and times of 
opening, an essential preparation for mass brochure distribution this 
spring. 


3.5 Special Events 


A 1982 season special events calendar was produced = and 
distributed. The annual Ice Cutting demonstration took place at Valens 
Conservation Area on February 7, and the ice transported to storage in 
the Village ice house. And a new special event, Cambridge Day, was 
negotiated with a Cambridge radio station which will broadcast from the 
Village parking lot on that day. 


3.7 Publications 


The Village's first colour postcard appeared. It and six others 
will be on sale in the Gift Shop this spring.
